you are in earnest in reference to the 
bonds for wharf purposes. 


In this article we have not men 
tioned the question of school bonds 


for the reason that that question has 
been thoroughly agitated, and the peo 
pie have made up their minds to vote 


for them. 
Again, there is not so much 
hurry for the school bonds as there is 


for the wharf, and it is hoped that the 
wharf question will be taken up at the 
next meeting of the Trustees on next 
Friday night, and pushed along with­ 
out delay. 


The 
matter of the school 
bonds 
should also come up. 
We believe that 
while the call for the bonds must be 
separately made, that there can be no 
objection to having the elections for 
both of them occur at the same time 
and place, using two ballot boxes. The 
attorney for the town will advise the 
Board as to whether this can be done 
legally and without being dangerous to 
the validity of the bonds. 
If this can 
be done we hope that the Board of 
Trustees will see the necessity of call­ 


ing the elections for school bonds and 


for wharf bonds at the meeting on next 
Friday evening.
